Faulkner 


It was odd that I should have 
thought, sitting there in the void 
of his departure, of the novelist 
William Faulkner. But I did. I 
remembered what he had said 
at the time of his acceptance of 
the Nobel award for literature, at 
Stockholm, Sweden, about a year 
ago. I got up and found a copy 
of it. Standing there before that 
distinguished and _ sophisticat 
audience, this writer of the most 
sophisticated, realistic and pow- 
erful-of-impact prose, spoke on 
the immortality of man. He said: 

‘Our tragedy today is a gen- 
eral and universal physical fear 
so long sustained by now that 
we can even bear it. There are 
no longer problems of the spirit. 
There is only the question: When 
will I be blown up? Because of 
this, the young man or woman 
writing today has forgotten the 
problems of the human heart in 
conflict with itself which alone 
can make good writing because 
only that is worth writing about, 
worth the agony and the sweat. 

‘‘He must learn them again. He 
must teach himself that the basest 
of all things is to be afraid; and, 
teaching himself that, forget it 
forever, leaving no room in his 
workshop for anything but the old 
verities and truths of the heart, 
the old universal truths lacking 
which any story is ephemeral and 
doomed—love and honor and pity 
and pride and compassion and 
sacrifice. Until he does so, he 
labors under a curse. He writes 
not of love but of lust, of defeats 
in Which nobody loses anything of 
value, of victories without hope 
and, worst of all, without pity or 
compassion. His griefs grieve on 
no universal bones, leaving no 
scars. He writes not of the heart 
but of the glands. 


End of Man 


‘Until he relearns these things, 
he will write as though he stood 
alone and watched the end of 
man. I decline to accept the end 
of man. It is easy enough to say 
that man is immortal simply be- 
cause he will endure; that when 
the last ding-dong of doom has 
clanged and faded from the last 
worthless rock hanging tideless in 
the last red and dying evening, 
that even then there will still be 
one more sound: that of his puny 
inexhaustible voice, still talking. 
I refuse to accept this. I believe 
that man will not merely endure: 
he will prevail. He is immortal, 
not because he alone among 
ereatures has an_ inexhaustible 
voice but because he has ‘a soul, 
a spirit capable of compassion 
and sacrifice and endurance. The 
poet’s, the writer’s duty is to 
Write about these things. It is his 
privilege to help man endure by 
lifting his heart, by reminding 
him of the courage and honor and 
‘hope and pride and compassion 
and pity and sacrifice which have 
been the glory of his past. The 
poet’s vojce need not merely be 
the record of man, it can be one 
of the prdéps, the pillars to help 
‘him endure and prevail.’’ |

And she didn’t, either. She 
jumped back in the car and headed 
down Ivy St., where the city has 
ereeted the first of 3,000 to 4,000 
downtown meters. 


Her reaction to the machines, 
which will live on a special diet 
of nickels only, typified but one of 
three categories: 

1. They'll do okay. 

2. They’re wonderful. 

3. They’re terrible.

STOCKHOLM, June 16—A Rus- 
sian-Swedish incident of the first 
magnitude occurred at 4 o'clock 
this morning when two Russian 
MIG4-15 -jet fighters attacked an 
unarmed Swedish air force Cata- 
lina over international waters in 
the Baltic Sea and shot it down. 

Indignation here was heightened 
from the fact that the Catalina was 
engaged in a rescue mission, 
searching for survivors from an- 
other unarmed Swedish air force 
plane missing since Friday after 
a training flight over the same 
area, and which in the light of 
today’s occurrence was believed to 
have been similarly downed by Red 
fighter planes attached to Soviet 
navy units maneuvering in the 
Baltic. 


HOPE ABANDONED 


While hope was given up for the 
eight crew members of the train- 
ing plane, from which pieces of 
wreckage had been salvaged by 
search parties, seven Catalina crew 
members were able to put their 
bullet-riddled craft down and were 
rescued by a German freighter. 
Two of the crew members escaped 
with slight wounds and the others 
were unharmed. 

Swedish reaction has been 
prompt. Air force chief Bengt Nor- 
denskioeld has ordered a jet fighter 
air umbrella for the search parties 
still looking for possible survivors 
from the training plane, and the air 
crews have orders to shoot to kill 
on any Russian plane that shows up 
to interfere with the search. 


SHARP PROTEST 

Prime Minister Tage Erlander,

Makes Headway 


There are signs that Sen. Richard 
B. Russell’s campaign for the Democratic 
Party nomination for the presidency is 
gaining strength throughout the nation. 
To date a few facts are apparent. 


The popular Georgian will go to the 


- gonvention with as many or more dele- 
' gates pledged to him than to any other 
candidate. Russell and Senator Kefau- 
ver, another popular Southerner, are ex- 
pected to have approximately 300 each. 

It will be the*first time in many 
years that the convention turn will be 
dependent largely upon Southern can- 
didates. Between them, Kefauver and 
Russell should have strength to deter- 
mine the outcome. 

The Georgian is expected to have 
considerable reserve power at the con- 
vention because of his popularity with 
political leaders and with members of 
Congress. He is at present making a 
personal tour of various states, mak- 
ing the acquaintance of delegations 
pledged to favorite sons and to other 
candidates. There is a possibility that 
he will be able to swing many votes 
to himself on successive ballots after 
the first. 

Another factor favoring the Georgian 
is that his delegates will stick through 
the balloting. Kefauver’s may not. 

Although Senator Kefauver piled up 
an impressive vote record in the pri- 
maries, observers say that the Tennes- 
sean is still unacceptable to President 
Truman and many other key leaders of 
the party. Since the President heads 
the party, much depends on what he 
does. 

U. S. News & World Report says 
that an intense effort is to be made to 
convince the President that he should 
not stand in the way of the Georgia 
senator, whose middle-of-the-road views 
and personal popularity are cited as 
necessary to prevent a violent party 
split and defeat in November. 

In the meantime, Georgia’s State 
Democratic Executive Committee has 
named 72 prominent leaders as dele- 
gates and alternates to the Chicago con- 
vention. They have been instructed to 
vote for Russell until such time as he 
releases them. The committee also de- 
cided to meet again after the conven- 
tion to study the platform and the 
nominee—a threat to withhold support 
from both if unacceptable to the Geor- 
glans. 

At any rate, the stage is set. Naming 
of Senator Johnson of Colorado as cam- 
paign manager is helping to remove the 
sectional label from Senator Russell’s 
candidacy. We hope Southern delega- 


fs tions to the convention will remember 


that whoever is selected must be presi- 
dent of 48 states, not just of the South. 
Sectional differences can and must be 
compromised if the party is to win in 
November. 

National Committeeman Bob Elliott 
expresses an awareness that compromise 
is possible since both Republican candi- 
dates have expressed beliefs on the civil 
rights issue contrary to the extreme 
Truman FEPC stand. That fact alone 
should make compromise easier. 

Senator Russell could hold the Dem- 
ocratic Party together and bring unity 
into the national administration. He has 
the ability, experience, intelligence and 
character to be an outstanding presi- 
dent of the United States.

Study Shows Need 
For Family Doctor 


When does a patient become a per- 
son? 

Why, when the doctor sees that pa- 
tient, not as a peptic ulcer or another 
$3 in the till, but as a friend and neigh- 
bor, as a fellow human being. 

The American Psychiatric Associa- 
tion and the Association of Medical Col- 
leges have reported on a study of doc- 
tor-community relationships. Question- 
naires went to 3,500 leaders asking what 
is the doctor’s responsibility to his com- 
munity and is he meeting that charge. 

Gist of the report is that the typical 
doctor knows a lot about disease, but 
too little about people and what makes 
them il]. The answers opined that 
too many doctors today treat their cli- 
entele as patients instead of as fellow 
human beings. . 

If that is so, the fault is not entirely 
with the medicos. There may be a few 
in the profession so selfishly interested 
in income that they run people through 
their offices assembly-line style. They 
do well to remember the patient’s face, 
let alone his name. 

‘But by and large, the doctors try 
te do a good job. . 

The trouble is. that population has 
.so outgained the number of doctors that 
many physicians carry case loads too 
heavy to allow, enough. time to. patients 
as individuals. 

The old-time tamily* doctor had that 


advantage. He knew how Aunt Lucy’s 
migraine came on when she bucked 
Uncle John’s plan to buy another 80 
acres. And he knew what to prescribe. 

We say the family doctor has passed 
from the American scene. 

We are wrong. His type is not obso- 
lete. There are doctors who maintain 
that close personal contact, that intimate 
knowledge of the people they treat. 

We need more of them. We need 
more doctors generally. 

When we get.an adequate number, 
then they can divide up the community 
and become family doctors in the tradi- 
tional sense. 

Admittedly, when many people go to 
the doctor all they want is an audi- 
ence. But if the medical man is to 
make a sound diagnosis, he must listen. 
Each general practitioner must be: a 
part-time psychiatrist, able to tell the 
difference between a sick person and 
one who only thinks he’s sick.

atric-Medical Colleges study merits close 
attention. 


We are devoting greater attention to” 


mental health as we see more and more 
clearly the close connection between 
mind and what is. the matter with us.

Lord Alexander Clears 
The Air for Britain 


Field Marshal Lord Alexander, Brit- 
ish defense minister, has done much to 
clear the air in his statement that he is 
in complete accord with the United 
Nations conduct of the Korean truce 
negotiations. 

It will be remembered that Alexan- 
der, one of Britain’s great war heroes 
and military leaders, was sent to Korea 
by the British government to report on 
the situation there. The trip was a con- 
cession to British public opinion and to 
continued criticism of United States 
conduct of the negotiations and the war 
itself by members of Parliament and 
the British press—particularly the Bev- 
anite faction. 


They now have their answer. 

Lord Alexander praised General Van 
Fleet, said he would not recommend 
inclusion of an Englishman in the truce 
negotiations and declared that the UN 
line in the truce talks was “absolutely 
right and correct.” 


This noted general effectively has 
refuted charges that the Americans have 
mismanaged the truce talks and the war 
itself. In so doing, he has done much 
to heal the widening breach which a 
segment of British opinion—fanned by 
Communist propaganda and Bevanite 
leftwingers—has been creating between 
Britain and the United States. 

Field Marshal Alexander has per- 
formed a real service for the cause of 
unity in the free world. American poli- 
ticlans who are engaging in the same 
sort of drivel as the Bevanites in their 
lust for isolation might study his fair- 
mindedness as an example.

Discussions at a meeting of Eastern In- 
dustrial Advertisers, revealing that advanced 
machinery is increasingly likely to prolong 
the workable years of older people, is one 
ray of light which ought to be made to grow 
brighter by the active effort of all employers. 

As was thoroughly driven home at this 
meeting the proportion of older people in our 
population is rapidly rising, while their op- 
portunities for productive and healthful liv- 
ing have seemed to be on the decline. Com- 
pulsory retirement at arbitrary ages is an 
injustice for most of these persons. It means 
that vigorous and compétent individuals no 
longer can lead useful lives and because they 
have low incomes and nothing to do, often 
become hospital cases. 

Even now it is well established that such 
workers are as good employees as the young- 
er people. But real effort to design plants and 
machinery with their special capacities in 
mind—to avoid the necéssity of heavy 
weight-lifting, as.one éxample—wotild great- 
ly increase their usefulnéss. . It is a_line of 
effort that. could pay, off as @ good business 
proposition in more ways than one, as some 
industries have already shown.

Truman Battles 
With Congress 


WASHINGTON—In these critical times it 
is tragic that the President can’t get along 
with Congress and that he refuses to use 
the laws passed by the Congress simply 
because he doesn’t personally like those 
laws. Of course, it is possible that there is 
something wrong with Congress and that 
the President is right. 

But both the President and members of 
Congress are supposed to represent the peo- 
ple and their opinions. Since a decisive

issues, there is at least a 

chance that the compos- 

ite make-up and ultimate

opinion of one man, President Truman. 


And in trying to determine whether it is 
the President or the Congress that is wrong, 
it is to be noted that Congress is not alone 
in the position it has taken in differing with 
the President on the stand and action that 
he has taken. The Supreme Court has re- 
cently differed with the President and held 
an act of his to be unconstitutional. 


When the Supreme Court rendered this 
decision, the President then made a sur- 
prising appearance before Congress and 
tried to put the legislative body on the spot 


_.and force the blame upon it for something 


that was principally his blame. That blame 
stems from his refusal to apply and enforce 


a law enacted by Congress. 


He went beforé Congress to say that 
he had done all he could except to use that 
one law that he doesn’t like, and that con- 
sequently it was up to Congress to act and to 
make the decision and not for him to make 
that decision. He got his answer very 
promptly from the Senate. A few hours 
later it passed an amendment requesting 
President Truman to invoke the law that 
he says he doesn’t like. 

If politics has been injected into this 
national near-crisis, then it has been prin- 
cipally at the action of President Truman. 
He has displayed extreme partisanship and 
no statesmanship. He has failed to meet 
his constitutional duty of taking care that 
the laws be faithfully executed. He has 
acted like a man more concerned with poli- 
tics and votes in November than a Presi- 
dent concerned with principles and national 
security in June. : 

Even so, the Congress itself has to face 
up to the hard fact that it must make great 
effort to find some legislative way to pre- 
vent and handle strikes that threaten the 
national welfare and national security.

Ketauver Pleases 


Capital Press 


WASHINGTON—After hearing Sen. Estes 
Kefauver deliver one of his homely, down- 
to-earth speeches on the political issues of 
the day, members of the National Press Club 
have gained a firsthand knowledge of the 
personal magnetism that has enabled the 
man in the coonskin cap to pile up an amaz- 
ing record of primary victories in his cam- 
paign for the Democratic presidential 
nomination. 

In keeping with its custom of having the 
various eee candidates appear be- 

sa fore it from time to time, 
the Press Club had the 
Tennessee senator as its 
guest speaker at a lunch- 
eon the other day. He 
talked for more than an 
hour without notes or pre- 
pared text. What he said 
and the way he said it 
made a deep impression 
on his audience, made up 
of a highly sophisticated 
group. 

It was not a speech in the usual sense 
in which that tern’ is used, but more of a 
talk. He just talked in a fluid, informal 
sort of way with none of the oratorical 
flourishes that one expects to find in a cam- 
paign speech. Never was his voice pitched 
beyond a_ carefully modulated tone. No 
exhortation or flights of fancy, but every- 
thing said with that degree of earnestness 
which carries conviction. 

Newspapermen who have covered the 
senator in his campaign throughout the 
country say it is the same type of speech 
he has been making in the primary vic- 
tories he has won. After hearing him once, 
it is easy to see how he has been able to 
muster popular favor in his cause. There 
can be no doubt. that he would make a for- 
midable candidate if he should capture the 
Democratic nomination. His prowess as a 
vote-getter cannot well be denied. No man 
could defeat the strongly entrenched Crump 
machine in Tennessee, as he did, without 
having great personal magnetism and charm. 

Out on the hustings Senator Kefauver 
always berates himself as an orator, pre- 
ferring to describe himself as a simple 
talker. He is not an orator according to 
accepted standards. The type of speech he 
habitually makes is foreign to what is usu- 
ally heard in traditional Fourth of July ora- 
tions. .He never seeks to make the eagle 
scream, nor does he use any of the ges- 
tures common to most orators. He confines 
himself to a few movements of his hands. 
He neither beats his breast nor shouts like 
a hog caller. 

Yet for effectiveness he offers a type of 
oratory that is new to the political ilk and 
is hard to beat. A man is always at his best 
when he appears to speak extemporaneously 
and without prepared notes. President Tru- 
man is far better that way than when he is 
reading from some formal text. Kefauver 
does not resort to notes. What he says may 
have been carefully thought out in advance, 
but the way he says it makes it appear to 
be coming straight from the shoulder. Peo- 
ple are impressed with his apparent sin- 
cerity and honesty of purpose. 

Those who would write him off as a man 
not likely to win would do well to reappraise 


the situation. The Kefauver threat is a seri- 


ous one. He will be in the forefront of things 
when the convention opens next month at 
Chicago.

But because our 
hunger for appreciation is so great, if we 
do not receive it from others, we will be- | 
stow it upon ourselves. We will praise and . 
magnify ourselves and self-conceit is the | 
result,

Furniture 


CHICAGO, June 16—(#—The 
sereve lines of contemporary de- 
sign dominate the semi-annual 
furniture market which opened 
Monday, but merchants arriving 
for the big shop say sales trend 
toward conservative lines. 


Some 18,000 manufacturers, 
wholesalers and retailers in the 
home furnishings industry are 
expected to roam exhibits of the 
summer mart in the merchan- 
dise mart building and _ the 
American furniture mart build- 
ing. The 10-day display ends 
June 26. 

As in the winter market, the 
dominating style—some call it 
modern, but the trade likes 
‘‘contemporary” better — ac- 
counted for about 60 per cent of 
furniture samples shown. 


But buyers will note more 
pieces with rounded controls and 
definite concessions to tradition- 
al styling. And fewer extreme 
modern designs are in evidence, 
although there’s still an ample 
selection of this type. 

One buyer said that recent 
sales were heaviest among mid- 
dle-of-the-road modern pieces. 
He said display of ultra-modern 
furniture had swayed the pub- 
lic’s taste from _ traditional 
styles, but not all the way. 

“They see this bizarre, anti- 
septic-looking stuff on display,’ 
he said. ‘“‘Then they decide’ on 
something not so extreme, but 
still contemporary. Most people 
don’t want their living rooms to 
look zooty or sharp. They like 
to be up to date, but with com- 
fort and a little balanced line 
flow.’ 

Lawrence H. Whiting, presi- 
dent of the American Furniture 
Mart, estimates that of some 
2,000 new designs there, about 60 
per cent are contemporaty, 15 
per cent traditional, 10 per cent 
provincial, 10 per cent miscel- 
laneous,

TROUBLE WITH EYES 

The eye. Chemical burns: Ir- 
rigate the eye at once with a 
great deal of water. Don't hesi- 
tate a second. Delay is what 
causes trouble. 

Foreign body: Rub the good 
eye gently to make both eyes 
water.. Then wash the bad eye 
with clean water. 

Electric shock: Free from the 
current with a  nonconductor 
(wood, heavy rubber, or plastic). 
Then apply artificial respiration. 

Hemorrhage: Attempt to stop 
bleeding by local pressure.

Commenting on the popularity 
of the Marshall plan in the United 
Kingdom Mrs. McConnell said, 
““At least 98 per cent of my coun- 
trymen appreciate tremendously 
the way you have come to our 
assistance. It saved us from 
being swallowed up by Soviet 
Russia.” 

She continued, “‘Of course we 
are a proud people and prefer 
to get along with a little austerity 
pinching rather than ask for more 
help from America.” 

Mrs. McConnell stated that she 
was amazed and delighted at 
the complete coverage The At- 
lanta Constitution and Journal 
had given the recent death of 
King George. ‘‘More than we 
had in our papers,” she declared.

NEW YORK, June 16—Faced 
with the continued deadlock in the 
negotiations between labor and 
management in the steel industry, 
and the employment of funds: for 
the new $3,500,000,000 Treasury 
2%, per cent bond issue the stock 
market followed an even course 
today.

For the past week the market 
has been in a pocket and it is now 
obvious: that nothing short of a 
major news development will bring 
prices out of the two-point range. 
Two weeks ago the share list start- 
ed off on a splurge that would 
indicate the beginning of a sum- 
mer rally. This now has been sty- 
mied. New developments in the 
field of domestic economic prob- 
lems and possibly some ironing out 
of the presidential political cam- 
paign would supply a new lift for 
the markets and encourage re-en- 
trance of buyers.
